Berlin/New  York  Exchange  originated  when  German  artists  invited  Americans  to  show  in 
Berlin.  The  organizers  “partnered”  the  exhibiting  artists  so  that  each  work  in  the  show  will  be 
a  collaboration  between  German  and  American  artists. 

Berlin/New  York  Exchange  involves  two  phased  exhibitions — the  first  in  Berlin  in  the  fall  of 
1 986,  and  the  second  in  New  York  City  in  the  spring  of  1 987. 

The  artists  in  Berlin/New  York  Exchange  reflect  all  media.  There  are  painters,  sculptors, 
writers,  performance  artists,  video  and  filmmakers  among  them.  All  share  a  concern  with 
the  forms  and  effects  of  industrial  and  communications  technology.  Many  have  used  the 
urban  landscape  as  site.  By  combining  their  forms,  themes,  and  methods  within  a  working 
arrangement  that  includes  two  tiers  of  collaboration — the  partnership  and  the  group — the 
artists  of  Berlin/New  York  Exchange  intend  a  unique  synthetic  statement  on  the  contempo¬ 
rary  urban.
